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AGNES MARTIN: RECENT PAINTINGS 
July 5 - September 10, 1989 

Seven paintings by Agnes Martin, the abstract artist known for her spare but 
lyrical works, are on view in Gallery 40 at The Cleveland Museum of Art. The 
exhibition, which features the artist’s recent 72-inch square canvas paintings, runs 
from July 5 through September 10, 1989. 

In a format of horizontal bands of varied spacing and thickness, Martin covers 
large canvases in luminous tones of white and gray, using pencil hnes and acrylic 
paint. Interior light seems to radiate through the gessoed grounds. 

Characteristic delicate hnes and open spaces are notable in two untitled works 
from 1988, #1 and #13 . Martin’s paintings have been described as "expressively 
silent" to "scientifically precise." 

Martin, now 77, is a meditative artist, influenced by her native Saskatchewan 
and by artistic experimentation in New York. Since 1967, she has lived in New 
Mexico, where she pursues her art in solitude. 

Curator of Contemporary Art Tom Hinson organized the exhibition, one of 
many shows of practicing artists held throughout the year in Gallery 40. Works 
were drawn from private collections and from Agnes Martin’s dealer, the Pace 
Gallery in New York. Funding was provided by the Ohio Arts Council. 
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
